“We th ink th at th e bo ard acted 
with in its co mpetency in co ming 
to th at co nclusio n, and we do no t 
th ink th at its failure to co mmence 
criminal acio ns o r to seek injunc­ 
tive relief sh o uld militate against 
its present petitio n. 
“In th e first place, th e bo ard is 
no t ch arged with th e duty o f co m- 
m<*ncing criminal pro secutio ns o r 
o f enfo rcing th e criminal laws 5! 
th e state. 


“ SECONDLY, by reaso n o f th e 
nature, so urce and extent o f th e 
o ppo sitio n to integratio n in Little 
Ro ck, actio ns by th e bo ard lo o k­ 
ing to ward criminal pro secutio ns 
o r injunctio ns migh t h ave aggra­ 
vated rath er th an eased th e situa­ 
tio n. 
“ Mo reo ver, th e bo ard migh t h ave 
h ad a go o d deal o f difficulty in 
identifying th e perso ns causing th e 
tro uble o r in establish ing th at th eir 
co nduct co nstituted crimes o r was 
o f such qualiy as wo uld justify 
th e granting o f injunctive relief.” 
But if mo st o f th e peo ple in 
Arkansas wh o are against “inte­ 
gratio n” were Co mmunists, th ey 
co uld be certain o f escape fro m 
pro secutio n. Fo r th e Supreme Co urt 
o f th e United States, in th e famo us 
Watkins case, last year laid do wn 
th e rul^dh at it’s all righ t in pub­ 
lic meetings o penly to preach ex­ 
treme do ctrines—even th e fo rcible 
o vrth ro w 
o f th e go vernment o f 
th e United States—and th at th ere 
sh ciild be no co nvictio n unless it 
can be co nclusively pro ved th at 
th e speech directly incited o r insti­ 
gated an unlawful act. 
Th e Supreme Co urt based its rul­ 
ing o n th e co nstitutio nal guarantee* 
o f free speech and freedo m o f as­ 
sembly. 
Co nsequently, t h « peo ple o f 
Arkansas h ave th e same righ t to 
preach 
“resistance”—by 
lawfifl 
mca^s such as public meetings— 
against th e “desegregatio n” de­ 
cisio ns o f th e Supreme Co urt, 
and 
it will h ave to be pro ved in each 
incident th at speech in iteslf o r 
acts o f th e State Legislature in 
passing new laws to o bstruct “ inte- 
graflo n” co nstitute in th emselvr* 
a direct incitement 
to “ unlawful 
acts.”

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OUTWARD TO THE STARS ( 4) — Rocket Pioneers 
By Don Oakley and Ralph Lane 


(1) The story of space now turns to rockets. 
Known to the Chinese possibly as early as the 7th 
century, by the 13th they were employing them as 
weapons. In Europe, however, rockets w ere mere­ 
ly used as fireworks until the late 18th century. 
Then the Englishman William Congreve developed 
an artillery rocket. During the Napoleonic Wars 
m ilitary rockets reached a high point, then iell 
into disuse. 
The “ rockets’ red glare” seen by 
Francis Scott Key during the bombardment of Ft. 
McHenry in 1814 were Congreve rockets. 


(2) Space travel was an old dream, and the 


w isest men knew that rockets offered the only 
practical form of propulsion. But not until the 
189 0s was any serious mathematical work done, 
when the Russian Konstantin Ziolkovsky first ad­ 
vocated liquid-fueled rockets. He also studied the 
problems of keeping men alive in space. 


(3) In America, Prof. Robert H. Goddard built 
rockets to probe the upper atmosphere. He w as 
the first to test rocket theories in the workshop. 


(4) Like Ziolkovsky, Goddard arrived at the 
conclusion that—at that tim e—liquid rockets were 
the best source of power. In 19 26 he launched the 


world’s first liquid-fueled rocket. Its tw o-foot- 
long motor burned for two and a half seconds. The 
rocket covered a distance of 184 feet at about 60 
m iles an hour. It has been likened to the Wright 
brothers’ first airplane flight. 
In Germany about the same time, the Hungar­ 
ian-born Hermann Oberth had also hit upon some 
of the same rocket ideas. His writings sparked the 
formation of amateur rocket clubs throughout 
Europe. From one of them, the German Society 
for Space Travel, was to come the. builder of the 
famous V-2. .

43 y ears and converted it in Jan­ 
uary , 1957, to a school for practi­ 
cal nursing. The reasons were: 
high costs, the continuing addi­ 
tions to the curriculum and the 
trend in professional nursing to­ 
ward a collegiate program. At that 
time, the cost to patients, who 
actually subsidized the program, 
was $1.200 per y ear per student, 
Mr. Metzger added. 
The new school, a one-y ear pro­ 
gram. soon will be operated on 
a breakeven basis through student 
tuition, student service and pri­ 
vate 
contributions. 
This 
school 
changeover assisted in lowering pa­ 
tient costs, he explained. 
“There are several more plan­ 
ned improvements and economies 
being recommended by Mr. Mo­ 
sher and, with these in mind we 
m ay be able to make further re­ 
ductions in 1959 or at least hold 
the line,” Mr. Metzger concluded. 
Hospital costs have risen 8*4 per 
cent for each of the last 15 y ears, 
accordng to the Unted States Bur­ 
eau of Labor Statistics, and as es­ 
timated by the American Hospital 
Association will continue to rise 
5-6 per cent each y ear for a num­ 
ber of y ears.

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Wandering Jet Stream Is One 
Cause of Freak Weather 
By DOUGLAS LARSEN 
NEA Staff Correspondent 


WASHINGTON — Resort owners i 
east of the Rockies who have been 
tearing their hair over this sum­ 
mer’s terrible weather can take 
some consolation from the plight of 
the fuel oil salesmen in the Arctic. 
Northern Canada and the whole 
Arctic have been having just as 
freakishly warm weather recent­ 
ly as the eastern three-quarters of 
the U.S. has had strange weather 
in the way of excess rain, cold, 
storms and floods. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau says 
there is probabiy some connec­ 
tion betweti. these unusual condi­ 
tions. But they won’t say just what 
it is, because they modestly ad­ 
mit, they don't know. 
To make this summer’s strange 
weather picture even more cloudy 
a new upper atmosnhere phenom­ 
enon near the North Pole has just 
been discovered. 
Scientists who 
have been firing high-altitude rock­ 
ets up there as part of the Iner- 
national 
Geophysical 
Year 
pro­ 
gram 
have 
discovered 
hitherto 


unknown masses of warm air at 
I 
altitudes above 100 miles. 


THIS, TOO, IS undoubtedly a 
piece in the big bad weather puz- j 
zle Weather Bureau experts, ad-: 
mit. But the fact that they don’t; 
know yet whether the IGY discov­ 
ery is normal o:* peculiar to this 
year complicates efforts to fit it 
into the overall bad weather confu­ 
sion. 
Wether Bureau experts, howev-j 
er, are positive about one set of 
facts. A spokesman explains: 
“For the past several months ov 
er the general area of the U.S. 
east of the Rocky Mountains pre­ 
cipitation has been considerably 
above normal, with some areas 
such as Washington, D C., getting 
two to three times more rain than 
average in July. This has included 
more th at average cloudiness, tem ­ 
peratures lower than average, and 
storms and floods in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, Illinois and West Virgin­ 
ia.” 
A few, isolated areas in the East 
and Midwest hgve had near nor­ 


mal weather with about average 
rainfall. But these spots are freaks 
of chance, too, it is claimed. 
Weather Bureau experts are not 
entirely in the clouds about one 
cause of the country’s summer 
weather snafu. They know that the

THE JET STREAM is a river 
of cold air which races across the 
North 
American continent from 
west to east at an 
altitude 
of 
between 20 and 40 thousand fefl*. 
It originates somewhere near Ja­ 
pan and blows across half of *he 
world at speeds of up to 300 miies 
an hour. 
But beyond establishing these 
facts about the jet stream, infor­ 
mation about it becomes purely 
speculative. Movements of Arctic 
air, temperatures of Jhe oceans

fluence the jet stream’s origin and 
path. 
Anyway, when this jet stream 


starts ducking below the Great 
Lakes area weather trouble really 
starts. In the summer it collides 


with the prevailing warm, moist 
air which normally 
blows 
from 
south to the north from the Gulf 
of Mexico and Caribbean. 


THUS 
WHEN 
THE 
icy 
jet 
stream smacks into the gentle, 
moist masses of air lazily rolling 
up from the south, rain clouds and 
storms result. The fact that the 
meanderings of the 
jet 
stream 
have been far ranging and the 
stream has been frequently split, 
has caused the widespread bad 
weather over the U.S. this year. 
Weather Bureau experts are re­ 
luctant to admit it because it is 
so speculative, but there is a pos­ 
sible silver lining to this whole 
dark weather cloud. If the 
jet 
stream continues to snake across 
the U.S. south of its normal Cana- 
dian-border route the chances of 
a bad hurricane season over the 
eastern part of the U.S. this fall 
are lessened. 
When the jet stream moves ab­ 
normally north the possibility of 
tropical hurricanes hitting the U.S. 
increases. This is what happened 
during 1954-55 when the East Coast 
was struck by numerous devastat­ 
ing 
hurricanes. 
When 
the

stream is south of normal it tends 
to blow the hurricanes away from 
the U.S. over the Atlantic.
